The invaluable and inexhauslable treasure of our land handed 
over from geneiation to geneiation is Bhagavaclgita and this gives 
us an ait of successful and pleasant living in this world Lord 
TCnshna, by way of clearing the doubts of Arjuna, gives foith to 
humanity at laige divine messages Gita proposes an active, 
scintillating and dynamic way of life and opposes the complete 
leniinciation of action wheieby the society or a nation beccmes 
almost inacti'/c, dull and dead But then a doubt arises in one’s 
rnipd whethei oi not the quiet reclusion to a calm and quiet place 
and meditating either the Saguna oi Nirguna form of the Lord is 
better than the perfoimance of wordly activity It was relevant 
for Arjuna then when he w as faced with a tough pi oblem of deciding 
whether he would fight oi leave fighting Pei haps, it is still more 
lelevant in the present generation when one has to take decisions 
in one’s field of activity which ultimately effects man> Hence 
in the last and final eighteenth chaptci of gita entitled “ Moksha- 
^annyasa Yoga,’'"' Arjuna wants a definite answer whethei Karma 
Sannyasa is better or Karma Tyaga is better Lord Krishna 
answered this doubt number of times thiough out Gita but repeats 
and summarises in this last chapter what all he told eailier 

Kaamyaanam karmanaam nvaasam sannyasam kavayo vichihu 
Smvakarmaphalatyaagam pi ahuhii tyagam vichakshanah (Si 2) 

Wise people say that renunciation of actions piompted by desite 
IS sannyasa and by tyaga is meant the i elinquishing the fruit of 
all actions Some say that action of any kind is bad and has 
to be abandoned while others say that acts of sacrifice, gift, and 
penance should not be given up. After gwing different view 
points he affiims 

Etaanyapj in karmaani sangam tvaktwaa phaJaanicha 

Kai tavyaaneeti me paaitha nischitani matamuthamam. (SI 6) 

that action prompted by desire should undoubtedly be given up 
but other acts (like the ones sanctioned by sastias, prompted by 
swadharma and saatwic) must be peifoimed relinquishing attach- 
ment to action and fiuits theieof Thereafter Lord Krishna goes 
2 
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on elaborately dividing all kinds of action into three different 
categories namely Saatwic, Rajasic, and Tamasic Renunciation 
of actions prescribed by scriptures as a result of ignorance is tamasic 
If they are not done for fear of bodily discomfort, it is termed 
rajasic tyaga On the other hand, if these actions enjoined by 
scriptures are done as a duty giving up attachment and fiuit, then 
It is called saatwic tyaga 

Hence it appears that the correct prescription to most of the 
individuals is a mixture of Karma sannyasa and Karma phala 
tyaga Karma sannyasa may be followed upto an extent of leaving 
tamasic and rajasic actions and should not be extended further. 
Saatwic actions must be performed but the phala or fruits theieof 
should be renounced or should not be bothered about As a 
matter of fact, in any saatwic action there will be no phalakanksha 
or desire for fruits because such saatwic actions aie usually per- 
formed by an individual simply as an agent of Lord without any 
egoism of a sense of doership and as such he does not bother about 
the fruits and accepts the fruit (be it good or be it bad) as Lord’s 
prasad There is no question of accepting it with pleasuie if it 
is good or rejecting it with despair if it is bad Such an attitude 
of Karmaphalatyaga of a saatwic action is a stage from which 
the individual rockets himself to the realm of Self-Realisation 
Such actions will not bind him to the action and he can release 
himself with ease Hence Lord Krishna says 

Sarvdkarmaanyapi sadaa kurvaano madyapasrayaha 

Matprasaadaadavaapnoti saaswatam padarnavyayam (SI. 56) 

that such a Karmayogi who has taken refuge in Me even though 
he performs actions (saatwic), attains the eternal and imperishable 
abode through My grace After convincingly putting foith the 
gist of His message. Lord Krishna emphatically tells Arjuna that 
he shall undoubtedly realise Him and asks him to fix his mind 
on Him with devotion and Bhakti 

Manmanaa bhaya madbhakto madyaaji maam namaskuru 

Mamevaishyasi satyam te pratijane priyosi me, (SI 65) 

Thus the blending of bhakti at the last stage is very much essential 
for God-Realisation That automatically comes to an individual 
without any effort at that stage of perfection. The mute admission 
of the play of invisible Lord (by whatever name we may call Him 
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or m whatever fashion we may conceive or depict Him) comes 
to any individual following any profession or mission in life after 
he carefully and assiduously reaches the summit with the above 
outlined bhavana That is the stage where there is no place for 
two There is only one. I am He and He is me This blissful 
feeling is the sum and substance of the Mahavakyas of Vedas: 

(1) Pragnanam Brahma (consciousness is Brahman). 

(2) Tat Twam Asi (That thou art) 

(3) Ayam Atma Brahma (This self is Brahman) 

(4) Aham Biahma Asmi (I am Brahman). 

and our scriptures hold promise for its realisation and Bhagavad- 
gita gives practical guidelines for the attainment of that state. 

May the blessings of Lord Venkateswara be on all of us to 
lead us on the correct path

Ratna-Paduka! On those who disiegard everything else and 
think only of Thee, and worship Thee, Thou conferest pleasures not 
sought after by them, but which come to them unasked (like a by 
product). How wonderful? That is why to that dutiful and docile 
Bharata (the governance of the) the kingdom (of Ayodhya) which 
he never aspired for, and never wanted, became inescapable and 
unavoidable. 

In praying for the Paduka, the only benefit that Bharata 
aspired, for was the rendeiing of service to the Padnka as a substitute 
for service (kaimkarya) to Rama That was his sole desiie But 
incidentally he obtained that which he not only did not aspire 
foi, but positively disclaimed, viz, ruling over the Kingdom of 
Ayodhya This incidental benefit is what is leferred to here as

Bhaiata was Paduka’ s deputy — ^Viceroy, so to say. The 
Paduka acted through Bharata, — He was like the trustee or 
Shebait acting for and on behalf of an idol m the temple The 
idol IS a juristic person, but it can act only through a human 
being So too the Paduka was the ruler. On that Emperor’s 
behalf Bharata was the Viceroy deputising monarch. 

This sloka also illustrates a verse of ICulasekharazhwar, the 
9th verse of his Tirumozhi in praise of Tiru-vittuvakkodu

A moral for all 
seekers after wealth If you run after it, it will elude you. If 
you truly and sincerely shun it and run after God, it will run after 
you Only wealth got like that is true wealth, for it is god-given 
wealth (144)

Manipaadarakashe! Seated on the throne (of Ayodhya), Thou 
dispelled the grief of Bhoomi (mother Barth) caused by the journey 
(to the forest) of Rama and covered her by the (upper cloth) of Thy 
fame and rendered her forehead bright and lustrous with the tilakam 
of Eka-chattra (single umbrella). 

The benefits that accrued to several persons by the Paduka 
assuming the Kingship of Ayodhya are dealt with in this and the 
succeeding slokas. 

First It is stated that Paduka wiped out the tears of Mother 
Earth. 

The signs of a damsel m distress are usually her dishevelled 
tress and disturbed tilakam on the forehead. Mother Earth 
stricken with grief at Rama’s departure to the forest renouncing 
her who had very eagerly desired His rulership (Akaamayata) 
evinced those symptoms The bright Tilakam on her forehead 
had almost disappeared and her saree must have slipped away. 
The moment Paduka ascended the throne (Ratnaasanam), both 
these were set right. The yasas (renown) of Paduka acted as the 
uttareeyam which covers the upper part of the body like a

The other thing by which we can see that the grief of the Earth

This IS what Bharata exclaimed as a prelude to Paduka Pattabhi- 
shekam in fact the first act done at that cornonation is the unfurling 
and holding aloft that umbrella, a chief emblem and insignia of 
royalty. This act is said to have restored the Tilakam on the 
forehead of mother Earth to its pristine brightness and bloom.

This is what poet Pugazhendi said of Damayanti in his Nala- 
venbaa. Swamy Desika says the same thing here about the reign 
of Paduka over earth. The Eka-chatra (single umbrella) held 
over paduka when she was crowned Ruler of Ayodhya is said 
to be a bright spot (Tilakam) on the forehead of Mother Earth. 

Thus in this twin manner the grief of the world was wiped 
out and brightness restored (145)

From a coniDion man s point of view, death is departing 
of - Prana ’ from the body It is normally treated as *■ Asubha ’ 
or inauspicious as compared to othei instances like biith, mairiage 
etc This notion is predominent in almost all human beings 
barring a few There is much feai of death among us Every 
living being will ti y to avoid and csca.pe fiom death either con- 
sciously oi unconsciously 

The above featuies are native m us and nobody can deny 
them Theie is also a terrible fear in our minds that death may 
knock us at any time and we may die prematurely The normal 
tendency is that a man should get good education, secure decent 
job, lead a mariied life and have good children, retire peacefully 
from service, pu^-chasc house, witness the mariiages of childien 
and grand children also if possible, get old and then die Is it 
not so We aie letiimg from seivice but not tired with life If it 
goes on automatically it is nice But, m the actual life, it is not 
so Life IS like a fountain The stream or pond can be compared 
as Brahman, the fleeting spray is life, which staits from low, uses to 
heights, again goes down and ineiges with original water 

The fear of death is due to the following facts — 

(i) Pam involved when the Prana is departing fiom the 
body 

(ii) Recognition and identification of body as permanent 

(ill) Attachment with life and its othei aspects like riches, 
childien, parents etc 

(iv) As we are not fully aware of the reality befoie biith and 
after death, a common man is not sure whether he is 
definite to get a nice life m next birth, if any 

(v) When an earning member departs, the suiviving people 
will have to sustain the loss of peison as well as to reinforce 
the money to keep up the rest of the members etc 

A simple example can be taken. Suppose, a peison is either 
ugly or born physically defective Will it be possible for him to 
lead such a miseiable life unending for a veiy very long time? 
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Old people, if they are not perishing, who will look after 
them and how can they get their food? Where there is no death, 
there need not be any physical development and growth Can 
any body imagine of such a society'? If children are not getting 
growth or where youth are not becoming old and if old are not 
perishing won’t the consequences be bitter? If a person is born 
mentally underdeveloped can there be any remedy without natural 
death ? 

We travel in a Railway compartment, say in air conditioned 
coach, with all modern facilities Can we sit in it for years together, 
so is the case with life too If we are having all facilities in life* 
is it possible to sustain such pleasures for long"? How far one 
can bear such happiness ? The happiness of today may be a 
sorrow of tomorrow. 

When we see the X’ray Photo of a T B patient or see the 
internal parts of the body through the Xrays (Screen), will any 
body, won’t feel the treachery of the body? 

It is clear that the life is filled with joys and sorrows, ups and 
downs, darkness and light, ‘ Raaga ’ and ‘ E>vesha ’ peace and 
disturbance etc., like the two sides of a com. So, when we see 
birth, it is implied that death will follow it as day will be followed 
by night Death, in turn will lead to better life. The reason 
for this statement is that every human being is reaping the 
‘ Prarabdha ’ in every life. The early end to this residue of Karma 
and Prabha, earlier is the halt to life and death Karma is not 
Karma Yoga at all A Karma Yogi will directly get liberation 
but a Karmi will always does actions clinging for results, swinging 
between ‘ Raaga ’ and ‘ Dwesha ’ and ' Sukha and Dhukha ’ 

We have not realised what is Brahman until now and are 
not really aware as to what will happen after death but are conscious 
of death. The conscious feelings is slowly changed as avoiding 
it or postponing it due to fear. With all the experiences, we will 
come to understand that it is a boon to dissociate ourselves with 
the clinging to the results of our actions and to apply the sama- 
bhava through the Karmayoga m our daily life and ultimately 
mediate on Brahman which alone will remove the fear of death. 
On the Contrary we may welcome it as our purpose of life will be 
completely over after realisation, no attachment, above “ Dwandas ’ 
and above everything. 
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Everybody can say that it is easy to preach and difficult to 
follow. But if we develop the attitude of fearlessness towards 
death, then, so many virtues will come up before us. At that 
state of mind we can put a stop to all the Illrd class social values 
and try to achieve something great. 

Death will not become joy by mere postponement. But 
it will become joy if we realise the purpose of life Many times, 
we see people dying prematurely Some times children, some- 
times very wealthy people, and yet other times youth If we 
understand that it is due to the reason that the purpose is exhausted 
and irrespective of consequences and circumstances they will 
leave the body, that is enough to keep us away fr®m normal 
sorrow. It will give a reasonable solution This is a fact beyond 
doubt This can be explained with the aid of an example. We 
are having a shirt and a Pant. But we don’t keep them on till 
we go to bed. We will put on a Dhoti and that also we will leave 
in the morning and take towel etc In the same way * Atman ’ 
will take body to body till its final goal is reached i e , liberation 
This is the secret of it. The moment the purpose of life is over, 
even though we are under the treatment of ten Doctors we are 
sure to die. Sometimes, even though we are dashed against a 
train, we will be rescued by a miracle It is due to the above 
reason only. 

So let us not biood over death. Let us not call it inauspicious 
Even let us not be curious of it Let us not be fearful of it Let 
us develop ‘ Samabhava ’ and let death come at the appropriate 
time as we inhale air and leave it soon. The same ‘Praanavaayu’ 
cannot be preserved in the heart of long. It should go and come 
affresh again with cent percent purity Is it not so? 

There are three important slokas in Bhagawad Gita Chapter-II 
— Sankhya-Yoga which are given below for ready reference. 
The above compilation of ideas is connected with the slokas. As 
I not competent to translate the slokas of Gita, the translation 
as given in ‘ Gita Rahasya ’ (Shri Tilak) and ‘ Grita Makarandamu ’ 
(Sri Vidya Prakashanandagiri Swamy) aie reproduced below: — 
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Just as, for the one which assumes a corporeal form, there is 
(acquired) infancy, youth, and old age, m this body, so also, is 
another body (later on) acquiied, (thciefoie) those who have 
acquired knovvledge, do not suffer from any ignorance in this 
matter ” (Gita Rahasya — Page 871)
